Many of 
tbexa have seueled here since tbe civil 
war Pnded, A better opportunity can 
llo\vlier<^ 1)0 found for atudviiig iho ef- 
fect of tVoinloni und tlio iegisliilioii sub- 
tieqiHinl Co it timn here. Tlie colored 
jjeo|)lt! hevii I'njoy all the social and 
political riglits tliat law can givu them, 
without protest and without annoyancf. 
The public conveyances are open to 
thfiiu, and the theaters,'; the jury box, 
the Mpoili) of party, power, are ihuirs. 
Alanv of those intui aro wcaltliv, and 
tho agf,'re"_'Hle \\i;alt|i of the colored 
properly" owners in the Diat-rici; ainouiiis 
10 millions of dollars, llundredsown 
CODiEortable hoaieH, and some handeoine 
residences; tlicir clmrchca are many, 
inoluding three or four buildings that 
are ornaments to the city Aa a cia.ss 
tL6y are indu.strious, fiml plenty to do, 
and are beginning to .ihow capacity 
for thrift and management. 

But the color line i.s rigidly drawn 
in what \H kiio'.vn ua .-lociety. L-'arti- 
iiiy, weillh, official pliicp, j;;ive no 
oolori'd f'.'itnily the right or privilege of. 
I'literiiij^ the be:-t or the comriione.st 
white .'jociety on terma of equality or 
endurance. In this respect the colored 
race lives aa sepa.race and as exulu.sive 
as in the days of slavery, and, as a 
drop of African b!ood*\*'a8 once held to 
make a inan a negro, so now it taints 
him and makey an insurmountable 
barrier against social recot'nition. Ths 
most striking illustratioii of the ten- 
dency of the race to imitate tho white 
people is seen in their own social rule.s, 
classes and customs. First of all, we 
find that in tliis large colored coraraun- 
itj' Eocial lines aro an rigidly drawn as 
they are between themselves and tbe 
white .'iOi'iely at V/pat Eiid. There 
aro three recogiiiiied social classes 
among the colored people. Neither 
aeknowledgos the others, and it is the 
ambition of those in the lower to be 
received in the higher circles, just as 
Btnoug the whites. 

The upper crust, so to apeak, con.sists 
of men of wealth, learning, and high 
political place. These prople exchange 
calls with all the ceremony of the 
whites, some of them driving in their 
Ojen carriages, leaving cards with scru- 
pulous attention to etiqu. tte. They 
dine with each other, and are waited 
upon by Colored iser\.uiln with wliorn 
they will pei'iiiit no other rela'.ioiiH 
than those of master and servant. 
Probably tho leading family in the 
highest colored society here is that of 
ex-Senator Bruce, who is now the 
Register of the Treasury. Bruce is a 
liglit-coniplexioned, intelligent looking 
man. lie is Miid to bv. worth about h 
hundred thousand dollars. He lives 
in a liaiiclsonie hou.se iluu he Ort iis on 
M street. It is richly furnished. .\ 
[iuperb [liaiio staiid.s in the reco|jtioii 
rouiii, ;iiid u choice C-.lk"'tion of bookit 
lines the wall of tho library. Mrs. 
Bruce IB a handsome woman, with not a 
suggest inn of her r.ioe in her face, and 
wliiisij inanner.-i arc regaided as tho con- 
sumni.UiLin ot ease, yracu and courtesy. 
Shu dresHus as richly and handsomely as 
any woman in tho city. In otKcial circles 
Mr. Bruce is nlnays rtceived with ourto-y 
and as a pulitio^d eq ml, but tli^M-i; the 
line is drawn. .Mr. Br-icj i-tneriuina his 
friends handrtiiinuly aii.l hn wife p^iys and 
receives calls Iruei lhi.se .-icluct set 

unvarying regard fur prevaihiii,' ctu|iiiitte. 
Another meintjer of tlua social oirch^ is 
JohaT, Cook, the 'Collector of Taxes fcr 
the District. lie lives in e.xcoUent .^lyle 
and etitertains handsomely. Prof, J. M. 
(irB((i'ry, preteasor of Laim at the How- 
ard r ui vorsitv, and Juhii M. Laiighton, 
tho .M I ulster tu li.iyti, with tiieir fami- 
lie.-i, are recoginzed uiembora of tho best 
coliircd bociety, while Dr. (.^haa B. Pur- 
via'a ai'ciety. and that of his wife aro ea- 
gerly fcought. 

Dr. Purvis i^ a very busy man, being 
the aargooo in char;ie of liie Fieedinan's 
Hospital and the Protessor of Materia 
Mudica at the hospital school. Nearly 
all of his scholars are white. 

Dr. X. T. Aug'.ista and his^wifo also are 
recinvcd in the highest circle of cnlured 
eociety, while Dr. Augueln as a phy.iician 
oonimiinda the. respect of hia white breth- 
ren in the profo'ssiun. Mr Henry Smith, 
for many years Librarlaii of the U.iuso 
of Hcpresentativoi, entertains a great 
(laal, and hi^ wife cslls in hor own car- 
riage. T. T. Greener, a meuiber of tho 
District bar and a graduate Uaivard, 
aud his wife, 'vhu la an accomplished 
musician, are mu<;,h in sooiety. ThojjEov, 
Dr. Alex. Orummel, rbotdr of thu^'load- 
iiig ccdored church of the Episcopiliau 
deiioiulnation, IS alw.iya welcome. Ue is 
regarded as the most learned colored 
man in the District^ and is highly re- 
•pooted V>y tho'/white clergy of his de- 
nomiuAiion. Of course Fred. Dout{la.is 

5an|:s is the heading culoi'dd man of tho 
)iHtri.n, but he goos but little into eo- 
pieiy. lie livcf! on his fine estiteon the 
KiiSlurti Branch of the p.;l'-mac Do-ig- 
Iwia ia worth about §200,000. While his 
wealth aud ability. make him easily tbe 
foremoft msa.of bis race, he is not pop- 



ular. He 13 regarded as guilty of tho 
same siiis tow.ird the colored _men cf 
which ho acMsos the whites, namely: 
refusal to recognize them or heave per- 
sonal relations with them. 

Mr. IVL M. Holland, who is an ofScer 
in the Poatoffica Department, is said to 
be the best classical scholar in tho Dis- 
trict, and his attainments bring him tho 
highest social rocugiutioii of his peo- 
ple. W'ormley, Wormley's Hotel, is 
a leader of the best set on account of 
hia wealth, reputed to be §150,000, and 
hia relations with prominent whit* |men. 
Smith Wormloy, one of hia sons, is a 
large owner of real estate, and another 
son has an excellent practise as a 
physician. 

Because of their exculsivoness, wealth, 
learning and prominence, this circle is 
not looked upon wjth any favor by tiio 
majority of the colored people hero. 
The usual remark, which may perhaps 
be attributed to envy or to disuppoinled 
ambition, that one hears ainniig colored 
people, ib that this axclusve set, 13 iiul 
good enough for white, society and too 
good for that of theirj owii race. Fortu- 
nately there are enough of them tu make 
a sutliciently large circle fur the aooial life 
they desire. 

There is another and a much larger 
society hero that 'may be designated aa 
of tho second rank. While holding no 
Social rela' ions with tho set just men 
tinned, they aro equally exclusive as re- 
gards those wh im they hold beneath 
them in the social scale.^' This olaai" ia 
composed of Governmont clerks and of 
[leoplo in comfortable cirouinstancos. 
'I'here aro a good many colored men in 
Government employ as clerks. These 
form the basis of tho society of the sec- 
ond rank. Many of them own comfort- 
able littlo homos, and one of tho finest 
streets in the city is occupied by them. 
This is Sisteenth street, between tho 
Scott .^tatue and the While Uouae. It 
is a splendid sveiiue, broad, well paved 
and in tho heart of 'tho most fashionable 
part of the city. Nearly all of these 
colored resident own their houses and 
r.'fuso to Hdll The property is very vul- 
uablo and must ultimately pass out of 
their possossioii These people are very 
fond of social life, but rather in sijoia- 
bles, balls, picnics, and especially in 
their churohus. Thoy are well droasod, 
seam to prosper, aud are ^happy. For 
the great bulk of the colored popula- 
tion — the servants, laborers, and tho 
poor— they have sympathy, but no more 
have social relations with them than a 
white family would. Tliune latter in the 
main are thriftless, living from hand to 
mouth ; happy if they do nothing, happy 
if they get a job. Their focial instincts 
are gnitltioil by the organization and 
inaintonano" of 3(jciolie3 of all sor s, 
bonevoloiu, patriotic, social and econo 
raic. There aro nearly one hundred of 
these orgonizatioaa in Washington, sup- 
ported almost entirely by tho laboring 
colored people.

It appeared 
that tho women were at, tho time in bed, 
aud having failed to rise at tlie 
bidding of the defendant, the prisoner 
entered their room and committed the as- 
eauh. on them with $bie. tongs., Mr. Paul, 
solicitor, pleiided in extenuation that tho 
injuries wore not severe, and that tho 
girls hud not com|ilainod, but the fact of 
the flssault had reached tho ears of the 
authoriticB by other means. Iklr. Shaw 
Was, unfortunately, iti u state of OSCitQ- 
mcnt at tho time, and was now very surry 
for what had ooourrbd. - The Pfoourator- 
Fiscal said the. tiran of tho assault was 5 
o'clock in the morning, and tho women 
were in bod at tbe time.

'J'hia is all very well, but it 
ought to be reiiieinbi.'rud ilhit iIiltu li.is 
long been a deficienoy of hcai.-K.- an..iiiinio 
dation in spite of etlbrLs nnule to supply 
it. This scarcity oxiatod labt suniinef, o.i- 
pecially in tho biiiiilli r class of house, and 
yreat incoin uuii-'iice w ;i.-< fi:li friuu u. 
which wo endeavored to dr.iw atlentiou 
to at the time. .Sinco t liu poriod spolinn 
of a new order of thiiiy.-i bus incroa.M.'d 
the prospect of the demand by the bot- 
tlement Dill iiaving passed the local house 
and only waiting cuntinimtiun from the 
Dominion parliament, virtually assuring 
the coniinoiiCi;nioiit of the two lari.;(^ pul.i- 
lic works, the Lsland railway ami the dry ■ 
dock, wliicli will attract to the province 
generally, and Victi.'na in particular, la r!,'e 
numbers ui men and their luiniJies who 
will be put to great inconvenience if they 
can dnd nu place to put their hoada 
Nothing is more iniaerable than for a 
new comer to meet with such a reception 
and nothing niake.i such a bad inii)reh.4Uia 
upon him He is always pretty care- 
ful to lot his friends know it, and ii those 
that followed commenced to bring houses 
with them or send forthera,it would bti a 
bad liusiiiess for the trade here. There 
is one firm at Belleville and aever.-il in 
London that 8U[)piy substantial 1 ronnicd 
1 atory houses for^25U at the manufactory. 
These houses are in sections and can be 
put together in a short space of time, and 
carloads of them were taken out to thi; 
North West and many erected in 
Winnipeg. J5y next spring some 
three hundred houses will bf 
required at least, and probably more. A 
large proportion of these will be tenement 
huuaes, but cottages of a better class will 
also be required. Tlio erection of these 
would not t.iily fiii-nish plenty of wcrk tu 
our builderh and arcliitecl.'i, but consl.ittite 
excellent investments, a.s wo have already 
urged fur owncis of real u.ilaie, who could 
thus make many u vacant lot|a [>rolitublo 
source of income, atid not only sn, but 
building enterprise in any locality has al- 
ways a tendency to increase the value of 
real estate there, and those who build first 
may find their jiroperiy so enhanced in 
value by others following their exaniplo, 
that in time they would got it for noth- 
ing. A good deal of huddiiic; has been 
dune the past year, but w ith some few ex- 
ceptions it is ncailylill fur private nccu- 
patioii. This spring, al,sn,i!iero will doubt- 
less be consideralile building, and what 
better time can be aeli^ctod to reiiiiud the 
man with means how ho can not only 
benefit himself but the community at 
Large by providing for the shelter of the 
homeless immigrants that are to visit us. 
With our fine and ample sujiply of luinbor 
there ought to be neither doubt u.u- dilli 
culty on this head. "Mecesaity knows no 
law," if houses, small or large, are want- 
ed they will bo had, and if we negleei t., 
supply them the resources of Ontario in 
this lino might be called upon m spite of 
seeming dilhcultiea in the way. 

THE ILBEllT BILL. 

The troublathat is arising in India out 
of the introduction ^A the llbert hill is 
likely to be delayed by a coiiipronii.-<e. In 
the bill as originally proposed, power was 
given to native jmlge.-) to try KuropeiUL-i. 
The prejudice of race still e.vists, and it 
was feared both in India and iii England 
that members of the dominant race would 
receive but scant justice at ilie|iandiof 
the dusky judyea. It was held «itli oipial 
force that the native!! had a n;,'lii to bo 
tried before native judges, who would beiit 
understand the nature of the oll'ence.s and 
the character of the offenders. The coniju'o- 
mise proposes to give criminals the right 
of election to bo tried by judges of their 
own race if they so prefer, This will 
likely satisfy both the claims of tlie ba - 
boos for judicial imwura apd allay thu 
fears of the European residents. 

AN IMPORTANT REGULATION. 

The new law requiring llial no stoain- 
ship and no sailing ship of over one hun- 
dired tons register shall sail from any Can- 
adian port unless she carries a curiiticated 
master, and that no vessel of over 200 
tons and carrying forty passengers shall 
clear unless she also has a cortiGciitod 
mate, has come into force. The masters 
and mates iiave to pass examination in 
seamanship and to present tescimonial.s as 
to their character aiut aobriety, before se- 
curing a certificate. Those who have 
sailed prior to January 1, iSS3, roceivo 
certificates without paising further exam- 
inations, their experience being regarded 
aa a guarantee of their ellieiency. 

CANADA'^ RAILirAY PROGRESS. 

The Iron Ago, of Now York, referring 
to the attention which Canadian afi'aias 
fkte now receiving in England, says that 



TIic Liiquor TmlDc. 

To TiiF. EnrroE. — It caiihot fail to strike 
every thoughtful observer that the treat- 
ment the liquor traffic is subjected to is 
strangely anointilous. The ponderous 
fetters witb which legislation hiada it, the 
restrictions put u[)on it and the surveil- 
lance tu which it i.-^ subjected are a tre- 
mendous indictment of the business, and 
are quite as significant as arc the clanking 
irons and gaol costume of the hapless 
wighf.s whose nnsi^jhtly appearance meats 
our gaze now and again as they pass in 
ominous ward thr.uigli our thoroughfares. 
This eni]>halic expression of law declares 
that the tradic in drink require.s severe 
treatment, r.nd the tendency to greater 
siriiigoncy indicates that i; '-^ o.a evoii 
yet receiving the treatment it icdly de- 
serves. Like ."i rabid boast it must be 
guarded, and our licensing system is a 
kind of methodizing of the madness in 
order if possible to keep it within the 
bounds of decency. Like the o.\ that 
gores it must not be suH'erod to go abroad. 

That any branch of legalized trade 
should bo submitted to such treatment, as 
tliis,rp(iuires very sturdy facts for its ex- 
[ilanation and j iistiiicatioii. .Many have 
never taken pains to invo.itigate the ilo- 
main of statistics in relaiinn to this sub- 
,ject, and are therefore naturally a.stoiiish- 
ed at the alurin and earnest uess uf'otlierH 
who have. 

Statistical testimony affirms that tin- 
tratlic causes the destruction of 'J'JS.UIW 
lives yearly in (ireat Uritain, the l iuted 
States and L'aiiatla; that for a revenue of 
280 millions of dollars there is a wa.ste .«f 
2,000 millions, or ten times as much a.s 
the revenue derived from it; that in L'w. 
ada the direct and incidental losses nr<i 
.|Uite 52 millions of dollars every year. 
This is more than half the annual export, 
for the whelo Uiuuinion; nearly half the 
value of the imports; iiK re than twice the 
earnings of all the railways, and more 
than three times thu annual value of thu 
fisheries. 

Xow, that iiicreaaod gaol and peniten- 
liary aeeoniiuodatn n is imperatively de- 
manded, nece.Hsitating a heavy outlay on 
the peu-tof the pre'vinee, many are .iskiiig, 
"Wnuldnot the'preaent accommodation be 
1 v. n more than ample if we could dry up 
the moral sewage that is tin wing from thu 
s.ilnons ! 

In 1881 half the coniniitmentH to jail in 
Victoria were directly from this source, to 
say of the assnult.s and vagrancy so large- 
ly recruiteil fnun the same quarter. Xo 
one can watch the reports of the police 
c .urt without seeing that the principal 
employment of the police force in this city 
i.-. li> act the thanklesii [)art i.f sea 
veligurs lor the saloons, and that very 
much of the employment of the cniirt \■^ 
to determine where the unsavory garbage 
shall he dumped . I ilon't thirik there it 
anything ventured in the assertion that if 
we were rid of the drink evil alone, noih- 
ing wluCtever would hi) required to bo put 
down in the estimates for increased ac 
coiiiinodation for the enniiiial classes. 
This additional public burden may 
therefore be debited where n belongs, and 
people who Boein infatuated with whisky 
ruKs may ponder and pay, and so mu.st 
otli.-i-a. 

in tlie town of St. 8tephen, N, I!., in 
the year 1879, under license, there were 
41 arrests for drunkonnosa from .May ti. 
December. Under the Scott Act in l>S8t) 
there svere only 4 in the samu length ot 
lime in that )jlace of 4,000 inhabltiintb. 
Vonkers, X. Y., licenses 145 saluons for 
a population of 15,000 and spend.'! .J;'.7, 
000 oil its police. Vincland, New .Jersuy, 
has 12,000 inhabitants under the merciful 
rule i f prehibition and its police duties 
are performed by one con.stable at an .in- 
nual u.xpense of .::75. YmikerH has <i [n 
lice jud^e at a salary of .^<4,()()l) atiil a clerk 
w Ilo Iii paid iSSOtJ. Viiiclaiul has no lu-ed 
of u police court. Yonkers p.iys her pau- 
pers ^12,000; Vineland has aix who cost 
iier $-100. The total coat to Yonkers then 
IS .:;43,800; to Vincland §475. Nothing 
in all this has been said, however, of the 
wretchediiesa, poverty , cruelty , disease and 
withered lives coming by hereditary trans- 
mission, together with the vices aua 
crimes themselves, which are indnitely 
more to bo deprecated than the monetary 
cost represented by the scatistica already 
quoted. 

Superintendents of asylums and medical 
tnactitioners agree in saying that nearly 
5(1 per cent, of the cases of insanity may 
l>e traced to intuxicanta as the pre-dis- 
posing caute. 

T'hut the use of litnior does not tend 
to longevity may bu inlerreil from the 
toatiiiiony of insurance companies, as with 
cool business sagacity they deduce from 
the law of averages the fact that throe 
drinkers die for one abstainer. Accord- 
ing to the testimony of soifto of the lead- 
ing liiiglish companies the total abstainer 
has two chances in the comparative f.\- 
pectation uf life as against the inoiler.ite 
drinker. This is the verdict of this un- 
sentimental law of averages, leading those 
societies to divide thpir risks into sections 
into wliich the total abstainer gets a bonus 
of from 17 to 1'3 per cent, higiier than the 
section to which the moderate drinker 
belongs from winch also drunkards are 
excluded. 

It avails nutliing fur us to suy that w( 
have known not only m<ideratedrinkers but 
even drunkards to live to old aye. A few 
can gel used to the fever jungles of Africa; 
the many ni/i/io/. 

it ;.i no longer doubled that the most 
perfect health ts coni|iatible with tolal 
abstinenco. Jle who abstains cannot in 
that praotico become a drunkard, neither 
can his influence lead others astray. He 
who drinks runs risks in both ti spr.cls. 
Then in strict Iiannoiiy with the deduc- 
tions of the actuary, the testimony of 
many of the leading physicians of Eiig- 
and America goes far to ohow, if it dues 
not demonstrate, that the unproven cre- 
dulities regarding the uses of alocholic li- 
quor to thu human body are [argely de- 
lusions; enough so at least to make us 
hesitate before we lay much stress upon 
the argument from utility. The argument 
from the antiquity of the use of alcoholics 
b more antiquated than conclusive. 

But everything must bo brought face to 
f.aco with the grave issues of this unspeak- 
able question. All seem to be agreed in 
admitting tho evils and that something 
ought to be thuie. Wo may differ as to 
the roniedy. If, however, we are loyal tn 
that syllable "i(<//if, we fchall noon truis- 
late it into an energetic inu.bl and sh;dl 
find our judgment and sympalhioa grav- 
itating towards that remedy which having 
proved its adaptability, safety and profit 
to tho individual cannot very woU break 
dow n if applied to the nation. 

When wo thus come to consider what a 
harvest the grave and perdition reap from 
this field and on tho other hand what the 



losses are, we are forced to conclude that 
lieyond the monetary gratiticati.)n of 
taste, if we accept some rare and other 
doubtful cases. Death, El oil and the 
Dealer alone are profited. Who will not 
admit that for thi- removal of this herriu 
cancerou.s excrescence stiiknig its greedy 
roots deep down inio the constitution of 
the social body, a -tern, deatily surgery 
will bi; rei.i'iirinl ; 

What is It then that holds us snspelidiHl 
between thoorotieal nouiidnes.s and practi- 
cal delusion'/ To t-ay that a few of us 
could do very well wiih prohibition, but 
that our luntv depraved fellow men could 
not eiuiuri: the pu'ivation is, to suy the 
least, very complimentary to our virtuous 
selves, and speak-, more for the resiiecta- 
bility wo enjoy in our own self-conceit, 
tliau for the consistency of our reasonings.

Their Curiosities, Watural and 
Artlticial. 

To^vhill ; Its Surroundings and 
Traditions. 

[second papeu.] 

On tho northern coast of Graham's Is- 
lands, Queen Chariotto group, at the 
mouth of Hi-oUen river, a few miles from 
Nui Coon (LongNobo) Point, and about 
30 milea from iNlassat, stands Tow (food) 
a strange lucking hill, rising sheer up, on 
tho north and west and almost so ou the 
east to tho height of 200 feet, conspicuous 
from every direction, a landmark for 
vessels crossing to Masaot; it stands alone 
ill a country which is level on every hand. 
On its southern side, whicii is a gradua' 
slope, it is heavily timbered. Stretching 
away from its base to an unknown dis- 
tance is a vast grassy tract of swamp land. 
This tract is d wined by the Ili ellea river 
a stream one hundred feet wide and rath- 
er still and deep. It is in many places 
badly blocked up with tree*, but it is a 
good salmon and trout stream. Like all 
tho atreaniB on this island its waters ro- 
semble strong coffeo, caused by tho rich 
bottotn lands through which they pass. 
Along tho iihoro lino in this quarter are 
innumerable beds of razor clams, and 
while oncaniiied there two of my Indians 
went to gel a few, the tirst 1 liad ever 
soon. Thuy cooked a ft>w for "Ur broak- 
last and I can safely say a more delicato 
article, bearing the imnie of clams,I never 
lasted. Beside them the (inost oysters 
sink into insigniticaiice, though, perhaps, 
this glowing statement ov.u.s its origin to | 
a keen appetite. Be that as it may, choy I 
were certainly most, deliciou.s and if thoir ; 
sweetness and tendoriiesa can bo preserved i 
\s lute canned I think there is money in I 
them. My Indians told mo when asking | 
if ilicre wore many of them left t'lor lliev 
had h.-ith as many ol iheiii aa tiicy coald 
eairy) that there woid plenty ol ihi'in ^ 
every here. 

Tile village of Lli-ollen is here, and in ' 
its only habitable liouso wo camped, being ; 
deiained one day by tlio rain and high | 
wind. TakiJig advantage of this deteii- ' 
tioii 1 took a h.ok at tho country. 

K.xteiidiiit; over a mile in a tlireot lini! ' 
it Is heavily timbered, but tlie suil seeiiii

rise of the m^rnitig wc ei;tn|ied there a | 
man p.issod uo tne river drc.'^ed ill a very 1 
ulHijUe costume, sliiiply a .^Inped Calico' 
t.hni and a sliurt frock C'lat close button- 
ed. Over his head he held an umbrella, , 
and passed witliuut noticing un. In a lit- j 
tie while he returned and crossing over j 
had a chat with the Indiana. On leaving 
hfi made us the present of a nice silver 
Salmon, a few of which he had just taken 
out of a weir close by, There are two of 
tiiein on the river from which the Moasets 
gel their supply while cntuhing dugtiah in 
the neighborhood. 

i'ho village of Hi-ollen formerly bo- 
longed Kdoiisards tribe, and beyond the 
timbi r bolt that su-irounda it lies the uii- 
exiiljred tract of open swamp land. 

When tho drifting sands of Nui Coon 
overwhelmed their village they moved 
where tho encroachments of the sea ou 
one side and tho forest un the other forc- 
ed them again to move. Now the hoary 
tomb of theold Edenaaw stands like an 
aged sentinel bewailing tho riiined dwel- 
lings of his Irihu. Ono of my Indians had 
left this hia homo in infancy and had not 
revisited it until ho did so with me alter 
an absence of forty years. How strange to 
him wai the change. When he saw the 
wild gooseberry waving on tho crumbling 
walls uf his ancient home; when he sought 
tho green award wherein his footsteps in 
infancy trod, and found the alder and the 
evergreen spruce casting their gloomy 
shade over tho onco smiling land; when 
lie recalled to memory the playmates of 
his youth who were now all dead, h's shed 
bitter tears. The soa appoara to be again 
giving back what it took away, for what ap- 
peiirs to have been an old sea miirgin close 
10 olio of iho ruined houses is nowiwoiiiy- 
dve yards above high water mark, a recaa 
sion made wit)lin, probably, thirty years. 

During our stay hereof two nights and 
one day the storm raised the beach fully 
eight inches. Any person with a little 
capital would find a good openint: here; 
while clearing his land the river would 
yield him plenty of fish, tho shore line 
plenty of those delicious clams, in order 
to gut a little money ha might iu his lei- 
sure hours can a few of tho latter. As an 
article of difjlthoy have not vol, as far as 
I ion aware, been introduced in this city, 
at least h.irdly any so guod as they are 
from til's qu. liter. In appearance they 
very much, reriemblo inusaels; in color, 
variegated, black and pink or smoky. Their 
flesh ill white, jucy and tender, their 
shape oval and length from six to eight 
inches with a width of four or five inches. 
Besides those advantages [ have mention- 
ed settlers in thii soelion would have a 
fine rang'j for their stock "ver tho bench 
grass and pea vine and covered sand dunes 
of Nui-Coon; and (if my Indians were to 
he relied upon) of a wide, clear, grassy, 
I pen trad on the inside of tho broad end 
"f (Ilia point.

A BIDE, TO DEATH. 

An Awful €oa<>tlnR Calamity 
at morrowvillo, Pa., with 
Sad ICcsuIts. 

MounotrviLLE, (Pa.), Jan. 1. — Tho 
Long Hill " on tho road leading from 
this place to Stokes's mill, in tho Elk 
lumber region, was the scene of a fright- 
ful coasting accident on Sundry night 
last.. Long Hill begina a mile and a half 
from tho mills and ia nearly straight for a 
mile, when tiie road turns to the left and 
run.i along the bank of Trout Run for 
ntarly all the rest of tho distance, croaa- 
iiig tho stream at tho bottom of tho hill by 
a wooden bridge. Trout Run is a deep 
and very rapid stream, forty feet wide, 
and the bank on top of which tho rond is 
sixty f(!et above the wafer and almost per- 
pendicular. Long ilill has boon a great 
resort for coasting jiarties for years. Sun- 
day ovoniiig a p.irty of nine — four young 
men and five girls— went from the mills to 
enjoy the sport. The favorite maniioruf 
coasting is to utilize a one-horse cutter, 
which is filled with straw. This is caUod 
the "passenger car," and aa many as can 
be comfortably accommodtitod tako places 
in it. The cutter is steered down the hili 
by a ftrung and skilful man at tho shafts 
of tho cutter, and grasps a shaft in each 
hand near tho ends, 'iho speed that the 
sleighs attain is sometimes terrific. Tho 
party mentioned above used an old horse- 
cutter and made severtil trips down the 
hill. The [lilot was a young fellow named 
Hiraiii Rube. About ten o'clock it was 
iigreod by the party that they would make 
one more trip and then go home. The 
sleighs were approaching the fir^t bend in 
the road Uube struck his left heel in the 
Hiiuw tovtcur them around it, when one 
i.haft broke off in his hand, and the aud- 
dont strain that camo on tho other also 
snapped it in two. Thus loft without a 
pilot, the cutter kept straight ahead and 
plunged from the high bank to tho creok 
below.

It 
iH a sOrt of unctuous clay of a peculiar 
kind, which they find upon banks of 
streams. It is soft to the touch, liko 
putty. In it.*^ natural state it is of a 
yullowisli-grey colour, but when hard- 
ened before the fire it assumes a tingo 
of red, owinp; to the oxide of iroa thai< 
it contains." 

"Is it nourishing?" 

"Not in the least. It fills up - produo- 
ea a satiety iiiid aatifies the pangs of 
hunger. I have been told by chemists 
and medical men who have analyzed tha 
littlb balls into which they roll it to atoro 
away that it contained nothing nourish- 
ing, simply silex alumina with three or 
four p<jr. cent, of lime. Indian calls thesa 
biiUs poya, and sloro tliem'up into little 
pyniiniiJs, just as cannon balls are pitted 
ill a fort. E.ich !):ill is three or four inches 
in diamoier. When hungry ho takes a 
ball and softens ic by wetting, und eata 
about a pound a day. There is .^omethin^ 
in the dirt eating habit which produces a 
sort uf craving for it. I do not think that 
the habit is confined exclusively to tha 
OttomacB, but believo that it is gonerally 
known among tho Indiana of the tropics. 
I liavo heard of a poor class of whites liv- 
ing in North Ciirolina who when prested ■ 
tiy hunger eat the mud daubings that 
hide the chinks in their cabins."
